National FFA W e e k Being 


This past weekend we attended 
the West Texas Press Association’s 
Mid-Winter meeting in Midland. As 
part of the program, Gov. Preston 
Smith flew to Midland to speak to the 
press group on his views of the fed­ 
eral government’s efforts to force 
down the price of domestic crude oil. 
For some reason, this talk— 
billed as a major policy address by 
the Governor’s office—failed 
to 
make even a small headline in any 
of the dailies outside of Midland. 
This is strange since all of Texas 
has agreat deal of stake in the health 
of the oil industry. 
The subject of the Governor’s 
talk, or what triggered it, was the 
special cabinet committee report 
dealing with the oil imports program. 
The reportwas released Friday and 
in general it recommended aban­ 
doning quota controls and replacing 
them with a tariff system. 
While President Nixon did not 
adopt the report and in lieu of either 
adopting the tariff plan or retaining 
the quota plan intact, the President 
ordered a change in administration 
of quota controls and abroader study 
of the whole energy problem in the 
northern hemisphere aswell as with 
NATO and other friendly powers. 
The effect of this action, ac­ 
cording to Gov. Smith, is to grant a 
’’stay of execution” to the American 
oil and gas industry. It is not a per­ 
manent pardon. 
He said, ’’The original report 
is still there. The idea of fixing oil 
prices by government manipulation 
is not dead. We have a little more 
time—how long, I do not know. ” 
While the quota system has had 
its problems, it has worked over the 
past decade. But, now some of the 
northern people are asking for quota 
free foreign oil and, as the Gover­ 
nor pointed out, the problem burst 
out of the economic area into the 
political arena. 
Sometime last year the P res­ 
ident appointed a special cabinet 
committee to study the problem but 
the committee turned it over to some 
ivory tower economists who know 
nothing about oil or its problems. 
This group of economists—in 
the name of the consumer—decided 
that the quota controls should be re­ 
placed with a tariff system with the 
explicit purpose of driving down the 
price of domestic crude about 30£ a 
barrel. 
But what does allot this mean 
to you and me here in Hamlin? In the 
first place it would mean about a IO 
percent cut in oil income and oil 
values in this area—at least. It could 
be more if this IO percent cut put 
some of the independent operators 
out of business. 
On the state level you could 
see your taxes go up considerably 
because just a IO percent cut would 
mean a loss of $15 million in pro­ 
duction taxes. The gross income of

the oil industry in Texas could shrink 
as much as $350 million a year. 
The University and Permanent 
School Funds would lose about $3 
million a year and this would have 
to be made up somewhere. 
At the local level another IO 
percent cut in the declining oil val- 
in the Hamlin School District would 
mean even higher taxes for every­ 
one . 
And what would be this great 
big benefit to the average consumer? 
It is doubtful if we would ever real­ 
ize any of it since like food the cost 
of the raw product has little to do 
with the finished item when it is de­ 
livered to the consumer. The price 
of refining, transporting, marketing 
and so on would not be lowered. 
Added to this is the fact that 


the whole idea of foreign oil quotas 
was to keep the American oil indus­ 
try healthy so that we would not have 
to depend on foreign oil. And if you 
think that it is not important for us 
from the stand-point of national de­ 
fense to be independent of foreign 
oil, especially oil from the Middle 
East—just read almost any day's 
papers and see where some little 
country is threatening to put the 
squeeze on the oil firms operating 
in their country. 
The whole point is that it is 
doubtful the change would really ben­ 
efit the consumers in non-oil pro­ 
ducing states as the economist would 
have us believe and could prove an 
economic disaster to the oil produ­ 
cing states and to the domestic oil 
industry. 


Stanley Jackson called me the 
other night and said that he read with 
interest the table of figures on the 
prime 
interest rate and that he 
wanted everyone to take note that the 
only time the rate jumped a full one 
percent was during the current Re­ 
publican administration.

feeding projects or breeding 
projects) or some crop. 
Improvement projects gen­ 
erally involve a series of jobs 
which are performed by the 
student to improve the ap­ 
pearance or sale value of his 
home or lo make the farm 
more efficient or profitable 
to operate. 
Supplementary 
farm 
jobs 
are jobs students perform in 
order to learn how to do a 
farm skill or to improve his 
efficiency in performing the 
skill.
